The village grocer may make as large a 
profit from a penny sale of confectionery as a 
farmer makes on a quart of milk; but if the 
grocer’s sales are confined to the trade of a 
score or two of school-children, he must have 
a very small income from which to pay store 
rent and other running expenses. Now, the 
great mistake that many Massachusetts far- 
mers make, is in hoping to obtain a liberal 
income out of a very small business, while 
they are incurring expenses sufficient for car- 
rying on a much larger business. The time 
is entirely gone by when the farmer of Mas- 
sachusetts can afford to cut the living ex- 
penses of himself and family down to the in- 
come from the sale of the spontaneous pro- 
ducts of his soil. The age demands that the 
farmer shall live better than that. The far- 
mer of today must have a comfortable, good- 
looking carriage, perhaps more than one; 
his wife must have an attractive and well-fur- 
nished parlor or living-room ; the girls must 
have a musical instrument, and take lessons 
in the use of it; and the boys, who desire it, 
must have as good an education at the tech- 
nical school or college as the sons of the mer- 
chant or professional men have. To accom- 
plish all this requires money, and to make 
money at farming a man must go about it in 
a business-like way, and endeavor to make as

GARDEN NOTES. 


Now is the time to put in seed of the late, 
or pickling cucumber; they often do well 
planted as late as the 4th of July, but when 
grown as late as this, the frost is likely to 
take part of the crop in September. Sweet 
corn, green peas and lettuce seed also are 
sown every ten days for successive crops ; 
the lettuce and peas sown so late as this will 
do best on moist lowland that has been drain- 
ed; on high land lettuce will go to seed in 
very hot, dry weather, without making any 
head, unless it is frequently and heavily wa- 
tered. 

Killing weeds and watering cucumber beds 
will occupy considerable time; about June 
20th is the time to remove the glass from the 
cucumber frames; take up the frames and 
hoe out the paths between them:

the Early Rose was produced, we often found 
our potatoes scarcely showing a sprout at the 
usual planting season, in April and May. 


The varieties were later then, on the average, 
than now.

and Long Reds were comparatively late va- 


rieties, especially the latter, and the vines 
often held green until killed by frost. A few 
years later, the California Reds, Davis Seed- 


lings, and Garnet Chilis came into fashion ; 


The Chenango was 
for a long time, about the only popular early 
variety, and this was grown by the major- 


ity of farmers, only for early use, the main 

crop being made up of the later varieties. 
We have late potatoes now that do not 

ordinarily push their sprouts until late in 


spring, and for such varieties, no special 


pains need be taken to secure suitable seed 
for planting. But since the advent of the 
potato rot and the potato beetle, many of us 
have adopted the practice of planting only

If one has a deep, cold cellar, from which 
the warm, spring air can be kept out, one can 
keep the early varieties of potatees in good 
condition, either for planting or for the table, 
until late in the season, but such cellars are 
the exception rather than the rule, and most 
of us find our potatoes beginning to grow 
early in and not unfrequently in 
March, and even earlier. In the States south 
of us, it is exceedingly difficult to keep pota-

One reason, we believe, why Nova Scotia 
and Aroostook potatoes are so popular for 
planting, even here, in southern New Eng- 
land, is because of their more dormant con- 
dition at planting time. Some of the most 
successful potato growers of the Middle and 
Southern States have learned that they can 
produce their own seed by planting a second 
crop very late in the season specially for 
planting the following spring. The first crop 
ripens early in summer and after being dug 
and dried, and exposed to the air to green 
them, they will be in condition for re-planting 
for a second crop the same season. As far 
north as New England, this method is im- 
practicable, though we have occasionally seen 
potatoes sprout and grow the same year they

The crop was saved for seed, and 
kept until late into spring the following year, 
without sprouting, and we never saw hand- 
somer potatoes than grew from this seed, 
samples exhibited at fairs taking first pre- 
mium over many competitors.

The ordinary farmer considers himself exempt 
from giving even a small part of his time and at- 
tention to matters that, at the first glance, strike 
him as being either too remote or too abstract to 
think of troubling himself with, though, rightly 
considered, these same so-called troublesome ques- 
tions are often the most practically related ones 
that stand between him and his prosperity. It 
however, safely assumed that whatever 
the farming interest of the country, even 
is of sufficient practical importance to 
consideration by all

The of the money question to agricul- 
ture and its products, or in other the rela- 
tion the volume of our currency holds to 
agricultural prosperity, is of such a vital character 
that it primarily demands the most thoughtful 
scrutiny of intelligent farmers It is 
sure at least to receive, as it justly merits, this 
consideration from political economists, for they 
fully realize its signiticance, while dealers and 
speculators in grain and breadstuff eagerly watch 
affect the slightest change in

The margin of profits obtained by the farmer is 
usually so small that whatever will contribute to 
its increase is worthy of his serious attention, 
though it often fails to receive it. His thoughts 
are generally turned in one direction, how best to 
increase his yield, the readiest means to multi- 
ply the products of his farm. These constitute 
his average limit. These chiefly absorb what time 
he has to bestow upon financial questions. Les- 
sening the rates of interest; reducing the expenses 
of transportation; removing the burdens of taxa- 
tion; increasing the volume of currency; equaliz- 
ing the measure of profits, and matters of a kin- 
dred character, are considered by the average far- 
mer as beyond bis immediate or special province. 
This is a grave mistake. So long as farmers com- 
prise nearly one-half of those engaged in all 
occupations, (44 per cent and a fraction, is the ex- 
act figure,) every prudential reason, every dictate 
of practical common sense, calls for a proper con- 
sideration of these and similar monetary ques- 
tions, in conjunction with those that are supposed 
to appeal more dictiy to his necessities. 

As affecting the price of his products, depleting 
or filling his pockets, the relation, for instance, 
which silver bears to the total amount of the money 
of the country, becomes to the farmer an item of 
the most practical import. In this connection, 
wherein is involved not only the interest of the 
farmer, but that of the producing classes, the peo-

For forty years 
previous to 1873, when Congress demonetized sil- 
ver, the silver dollar as compared to gold was al- 
ways ata premium. With a population of 20,000,- 
000 less than the United States, and a territory not 
as large as Texas, France has in circulation 600,- 
000,000 of silver with $80,000,000 of gold, while we 
have only ¥200,000,000 of full tender silver to our 
600,000,000 of gold. Europe has $1,300,000,- 
000 of silver coins, at the rate of 154 to 1, in circu- 
lation side by side with ¢2,600,000,000 of gold; 
while we, of paper and silver together, including 
silver certificates, have than $750,000,000, 
showing that in this country there is more gold 
than paper, and nearly three times as much gold 
as silver. 

Silver is being coined at the rate of $28,000,000 
a -ear, but the increase of population and wealth 
demand an addition to our circulation of not less 
than $40,000,000. Gold has steadily increased since 
IS7S, nearly $14,000,000 last year, and 
save this last month, at the rate of about $1,000,000 
per month, notwithstanding the general depression 
of business throughout the country.

NOTES FROM SOUTHEASTERN VER- 
MONT. 





‘A long, cold winter,” is the phrase commonly 
used in reference to the winter of 1884-5. Well, a 
winter of five months or more is long, and when, 
as during the last one, we are made to experience 
thirty-one days with the temperature at or below 
zero. it is alsoacold one. Yet something may be 
said in favor of the last winter, albeit the mercury 
did on two occasions fall 20° below zero in this 
village, and several degrees lower in some locali- 
ties near by. Much of November, and the first 
half of December, were mild and pleasant, as was 
a considerable part of January. During the latter 
part of January, and nearly the whole of February 
and March the weather was colder and stormy. 
We did not have enough snow to make good 
sleighing until the middle of January. After that 
time light snow storms were frequent, and before 
the first of March three feet of snow was reported 
in many places. The sugar season was late, most- 
sy in April, but it was better than it has been for 
several years past, more and better sugar being 
made. 

It was supposed at one time that the spring-time 
of the present year would be later than usual, but 
such has not been the case. The trees of the for- 
est, field and orchard put forth their leaves and 
flowers at or near the usual time, and the face of 
mother earth never was more beautiful than now. 
Apple and other fruit trees are in full bloom, or a 
little past, grass never was more promising, and far- 
mers were never more busy in seeding their fields 
than at present, and seldom, if ever, have they labor- 
ed under more encouraging circumstances.

Bee-Bread,. 





The food of young bees is pollen, and is called 
bee-bread. Pollen is the fertilizing powder of flow- 
ers discharged by the anthers. A grain of pollen 
from the primrose has a central body and three 
large lobes. When magnified one hundred times, 
the distance from the point of one lobe to the other 
is about halfan inch. It is dainty 
sweet and pleasant to man’s taste. The bee goes 
from flower to flower, gathers the grains of pollen, 
rolls them together with the fore legs, passes them 
to the middle legs, and then tucks them away into 
the pollen-baskets on the posterior legs. The bee 
continues this until both baskets full, and 
more than full, when he returns to the hive, un- 
loads, and goes a-field again. A basket full of pol- 
len, after it is dislodged, is similar in shape to a grain 
of buckwheat, and almost as large. To unload this 
accumulated pollen, the bee thrusts both legs into 
a cell, and rubs them together until the pollen falls 
off, or out of the pockets. Sometimes the pollen 
clings, and another bee, the pollen packer, per- 
haps, lends aid, and reminds the spectator of a man 
pulling off another's boots. The pollen gatherer, 
relieved of the burden, hurries more,

EARLY ENGLISH AGRICULTURE. 





Nothing is more characteristic of the intan- 
cy of farming than the violence of its altera- 
tions. When roots and grasses were unknown 
there was no middle course between incessant 
cropping and barrenness. The tallow was 
‘‘un veritable Dimanche accorde a la terre.” 
As with the land, so with the products. Feast- 
ing trod on the heels of famine. In the graph- 
ic language of ancient chroniclers, parents in 
1270 ate their own children when wheat 
to 336 shillings a quarter at the present value 
of money. 

Except in monastic granges no quantity of 
grain was stored ; a corn dealer was the ‘‘ca 
put lupinum” of the legislature. Few remem 
bered to eat their tether or to spare at the 
brink and not at the bottom. In August, 
1817, wheat was 4 shillings a quarter: in 
September following it fell to 6 shillings & 
pence. Equally variable were the employ- 
ments of agriculture. Months of indolence 
vassed suddenly into intense labor. Harvest- 
ing in the middle ages meant the return ot 
plenty. On 260 acres in Suffolk, toward the 
of the fourteeuth century, were grown 

oats, peas, barley, and boloming, a 
mixture peas, tares and oats.

Of grain crops, rye was the chief; it is the 
hardiest, grows on the poorest soils, and 
makes the toughest straw. Rye was then the 
breadstuff of the peasantry. I[t was generally 
mixed with wheat flour. Bread so made was 
called maslin. Wheat and rye were often

GROWING LIMA BEANS. 


A correspondent writes to the New York 
Tribune After several years’ « Xperience with 
different kinds of Lima beans, an late 
years with very uniform success, | prefer th 
small white Lima to all other for market or 
for family. For seed I use none but my own 
seed, selected and improved from three or 
four to four or five in a pod Select a sunny, 
protec ted location, prepare a bed like you 
would for a hot-be: without) manure Cut 
some pieces of sod tour inches square ar 
three inches thick, place them in the prepared 
bed, making the surface even Plant the seed 
in the sod, with eve down, three or four see 
to a sod, cover one inch deep with loose soil, 
protect from frost ar d cold rains till the vines 
start, then prepare your ground for panting 
in the garden, which should be rich and well 
manured. Plough deep and stir thoroug shly 
lay off rows in furrows four feet apart plant 
every alternate row in some early vegetable 
leaving your bean rows eight {: -t apart—non 
too wide; your outside rows will be the best 
then. Set hills three feet apart in the row 
leave two or thre« plant toa hill: stick them 
with stout peabrush, eight feet high lhis is 
a new departure, but I find on trial, it is the 
right way; the vines will not mat and crowd, 
thereby preventing maturing on the tops of 

| the poles. The brush should be set one foot 
| deep. Cultivate often and deep; stir every 
time the ground becomes settled or crusted 
by heavy rains. Clip, with a switch, the ends 
ot the vines when they reach above the brush,

THE BEST HONEY PLANT. 
| 
A prominent bee-keeper writes on this 
subject: I would place buckwheat at the head 


| of this class for value, it being one of our 


best paying crops for its grain, wherever it 


can be successfully grown, and whatever 
honey it yields is so much clear gain; but 
unfortunately its yield of honey is very un- 
certain. A few "years ago I reported at one 
of our conventions that | had obtained about 
six thousand pounds of honey from some 
twenty five acres ot buckwheat. As I es- 
timated the area of the crop grown within 
two and one-half miles of my place, and later 
observations have convinced me that bees 


profitably gather from a much greater dis- 
tance than that, therefore, the number of 
acres from which the crop was gathered was 
greater than I stated. This was the largest 
amount of buckwheat honey I have ever ob- 
tained in one season, while the smallest has 
been some less than two thousand pounds 
with at least one hundred acres of buckwheat 
within three miles of me. It is a mistake 
that this plant can be sown so as to make a 
succession of honey crops. No matter how 
fully it may be in bloom, it usually com- 

mences to yield honey about Aug. 10 or 25, 
the earliest and latest it has ever ‘commenced 
to yield with me having been the 5th and 20th 
of that month respectively.
